PROFESSOR  ROBERT  SAUER 


On  the  matter  of  late  hours,  we  have  been  hearing  arguments— 
if  they  may  be  called  such — disclaiming  against  the  practice  now’  un- 
der criticism.  To  date,  social  and  personal  reasons  have  formed  the 
bases  of  criticism,  but  it  seems  evident  that  there  is  need  for  a pre- 
sentation from  the  health  and  efficiency  point  of  view. 

In  the  small  space  alloted  to  this  discussion,  it  is  obviously  im- 
possible to  present  a scientific  thesis  except  in  a generalized  way. 
Students  generally,  know’  that  irregularity,  which  is  an  abuse,  is 
not  a cardinal  characteristic  of  an  efficient  character;  that  the  dis- 
sipation of  nervous  energy  goes  on  today  in  the  present  generation 
at  an  abnormal  rate  with  consequent  upsets  leading  to  mental  dis- 
turbances, neurotic  personalities,  and  the  like. 

One  w’ho  is  active  mentally,  requires  at  least  eight  hour’s  of 
sleep  regularly ; this  is  particularly  true  in  the  case  of  young  stu- 
dents whose  bodies  are  growing  and  on  whom  the  rigorous  demands 
of  a more  strenuous  mental  life  in  college  will  show  their  effects  if 
imprudent  habits  are  cultivated. 

People  who  practice  irregularity  and  who  burn  up  their  nervous 
energy  without  adequate  replenishment,  are  finally  forced  toi  resort 
to  stimulation  of  some  sort  to  build  up  their  resistance.  Experiment- 
ers have  shown  that  in  the  case  of  sleep,  resort  to  drugs,  hypnotics,

“When  the  Snow  Flies  in  the  Rockies.’ 
Once  again  Professor  Robert  Sauer 
will  express  himself  in  his  composition 
to  be  given  at  the  band  concert  next 
Monday  night. 

To  those  who  know  him  well,  the 


of  long  years  of  systematic  training 
and  devotion  to  his  art.  As  a child  in 
Rammenanu,  Saxony,  Germany,  he 
dreamed  of  becoming  a musician  like 
his  professional  father  and  brother.  He 
studied  the  violin,  then  the  cornet, 
the  bass  and  the  bassoon.  He  was 
drilled  with  German  precision  by  some 
of  the  most  well-known  teachers.  At 
the  age  of  eighteen  he  played  in  the 
noted  German  infantry  band  at  Erfurt, 
the  “Flower  City”  of  Turingia. 

It  was  while  studying  under  the 
noted  Kretshmer,  composer  of  numer- 
ous operas,  that  he  met  Albert  Miller, 
the  first  B.  Y.  U.  band  leader,  who 
was  also  a student  with  him.  Through 
Miller  he  joined  the  L.  D.  S.  church, 
sold  all  his  belongings  and  left  his 
family  to  come  to  Provo  in  1905. 

One  does  not  need  to  know  Profes- 
sor Sauer  a long  time  to  perceive  that 
his  music  and  religion  go  hand  in 
hand  as  vita!  elements  of  his  person- 
ality. “Music,”  he  says  with  his  char- 
acteristic German  accent,  “it  vas  with 
me  alvays.'' 

He  has  an  irresistably  friendly  smile 
and  when  he  speaks  his  attitude  of 
kindliness  is  keenly  felt.  He  demand.s 
cooperation  from  his  students  and  is 
business-like  and  precise  in  his  deal- 
ings. Laziness  and  unfairness  he  can- 
not tolerate.

Either  President  Harris  scared  the 
students  into  the  exceptionally  large 
devotional  attendance  a week  ago 
Wednesday,  or  everyone  got  mixed 
up  and  thought  it  was  Friday. 


It’s  interesting  to  note  the  types  of 
speakers  that  are  popular  with  stu 
dents  at  Wednesday  devotionals.  Of- 
ficials of  the  church  who  exhort 
young  people  of  today  to  fear  God  and 
obey  the  word  of  wisdom  will  not 
find  an  audience  if  the  students  know 
about  it  beforehand,  as  also  a sleepy 
and  writhing  one  if  he  is  shoved  on 
them  without  warning.  That  does  not 
imply  that  young  people  of  today  are 
contrary  to  those  principles,  but  they 
no  longer  enjoy  the  perspiring,  desk- 
pounding spiritualism  that  character- 
ized religious  speakers  of  the  past 
generation. 

High  officials  of  the  church  who

etc.  to  induce  sleep,  does  not  produce'  the  beneficial,  tonic  results  of 
natural  sleep. 

Late  parties  and  irregularity  can  hardly  make  for'  efficient  per- 
formance in  the  long  run  : and  in  order  to  maintain  a resistance  to 
fatigue,  stimulants  eventually  have  to  be  resorted  to.  Hence  it  is 
that  much  of  our  present-day  tobacco,  liquor,  and  drug  practice  is 
traceable  to  situations  such  as  those  which  are  now  under  discussion. 

If  one’s  resistance  is  naturally  maintained,  there  will  be  no  need 
to  make  use  of  artificial  stimulation.  The  normal  life  is  the  best  life 
after  all,  and  students  need  to  be  more  discriminating,  to  use  better 
judgment  with  regard  to  parties  generally. 

Statistical  evidence  also  points  to  the  fact  that  there  are  ample 
moral  reasons  for  controlling  and  regulating  individual  behaviour  at 
ai  time  when  the  body  and  the  mind  are  fatigued,  when  the  natural 
resistance  afforded  by  healthy,  vigorous,  active  minds  is  not  in 
evidence. 

Social  criminality  has  its  inception  in  tired  and  worn-out  minds, 
overcome  by  the  poisons  which  accumulate  in  the  body,  tired  and 
worn  after  strenuous  mental  and  physical  effort. 

In  the  maintenance  of  a high  degree  of  personal  efficiency  then, 
adequate,  regular  sleep  is  essential ; such  is  necessary  to  effective 
digestion. 

This  is  not  intended  as  a preachment,  but  rather  as  a suggestion 
to  be  given  critical,  thoughtful  consideration  by  all  students  who  are 
still  interested  in  living  life  at  its  best  and  fullest.

A process  which  may  revolutionize 
the  matrix  making  industry  has  been 
developed  by  Ralph  Jenson,  Banyan 
editor.  A demonstration  of  the  Art  1 
Mat  process  was  given  recently  by  the 
inventor  before  a group  of  newspaper 
men,  printers,  and  students  of  the  uni- 
versity. 

This  new  method  will  be  used  in  the 
printing  of  the  Banyan  this  year  and 
will  effect  a saving  of  $240,  or  about 
two-thirds  of  the  engraving  expense 
of  the  book.  Other  schools  in  the 
state  are  also  using  the  new  invention 
for  yearbooks. 

The  process  is  a hand  process  in 
which  the  design  is  established  on 
matrix  board  in  wax  by  means  of  an 
electrically  heated  pen,  Jenson  ex- 
plained. '<JTo  this  an  ink  is  applied 
that  is  repelled  by  the  wax,  outlining 
the  design.  It  can  be  used  for  all  mat 
work  except  photographs.’’ 

The  inventor  has  applied  for  two 
patents.

On  March  8,  9 and  10 

Eleven  Players  to  Make  Trip;  Leave  for  Laramie 
Wednesday;  Cougars  Determined  to 
Upset  Dope

With  Western  division  honors  safely  defended,  B.  Y.  U.'s  Cou- 
gar basketball  team  is  going  through  strenuous  daily  workouts  in 
preparation  for  the  coming  series  with  Wyoming  university,  the  out- 
come of  which  will  determine  the  1934  conference  hoop  champs.  The 
series  is  scheduled  for  March  8,  9,  10,  and  will  be  played  at  Laramie. 
The  Cougars  will  rank  as  underdogs  ~ - 


when  they  meet  the  Cowboys.  The 
fact  that  Wyoming  will  be  playing  on 
their  own  floor  will  be  one  real  factor 
in  their  favor,  for  the  strangeness  of 
the  floor  and  the  extreme  partisanship 
of  the  crowd  furnishes  a handicap  that 
is  always  difficult  to  overcome.  Then 
too,  Wyoming’s  veteran  team  has  been 
performing  more  brilliantly  than  ever 
this  year,  and  their  season’s  record 
has  been  remarkable. 

Y To  Feature  Team  Work 

The  Cougars,  on  the  other  hand, 
will  match  or  probably  exceed  the 
Cowboys  in  actual  team  play.  The 
fact  that  the  Cougars  have^  specialized 
throughout  the  season  in  teamwork, 
to  the  exclusion,  usually,  of  brilliant 
individual  performances  may  bring 
them  through  against  the  Cowboys, 
who  it  seems,  have  relied  to  a great 
extent  upon  the  ability  of  Les  Witte, 
ace  forward. 

At  any  rate,  the  Cowboys  can  be 
depended  upon  to  regard  this  playoff 
series  in  a much  more  serious  vein 
than  they  did  last  year,  when  they 
came  prepared  merely  to  give  an  ex- 
hibition of  “basketball  as  she  is  play- 
ed.” Their  exhibition,  it  will  be  re- 
called, was  plentyl  good,  yet  they  hap- 
pened to  run  into  the  misfortune  of 
meeting  a team  that,  was  inspired — a 
team  that  could  have  defeated  any 
squad  in  the  country  that  night.
